In response to receipt of facsimile copy of Notice to File Missing Parts for the above- 
referenced patent application, sent by Monica at the Office of Initial Patent Examination on April 
11, 2000, applicant hereby submits a response to the Notice to File Missing Parts, and requests 
that said response be accepted as being timely filed. 

The above-identified application was filed by the Applicant's attorney of record on June 
29, 1999 without an executed Declaration. An official filing receipt was not received in this case 
and a telephone inquiry was made on December 20, 1999 regarding the filing receipt. A 
duplicate filing receipt was received for the above-identified application on December 28, 1999. 

A further inquiry regarding the Missing Parts was made on December 20, 1999 with 
Laren of the Office of Initial Patent Examination. Laren stated that a Notice to File Missing 
Parts was mailed by the Patent Office on August 3, 1999, and further stated that a duplicate copy 
of the Notice to File Missing Parts would be mailed to the Applicant's attomey of record in 
follow up to the telephone inquiry on December 20, 1999.
